Not all of the Super Shoot news was 
good. It appears that for the first time our 
sport has been subject to the tinkering 
and mischief so commonly associated 
with society today. | am referring to dis- 
trubances of equipment and rifles while 
the owner was not around. 

During the time between Sporter and 
Heavy Varmint Skip and Johanna Gor- 
don experienced optical troubles diag- 
nosed as caused by human hands, not 
accident or equipment failure. It would 
appear that there was a “‘get Skip” mo- 
tive behind it. If so it is most regretable 
for it reveals that there are some small 
minds playing our game. 

It is OK to disagree with someone but 
it is very low and childish to try to “get 
even” in such a fashion. The accepted 
method of settling such differences is 
the gentlemanly approach. Discuss mat- 
ters and settle things over a steak din- 
ner. Do not sneak around in the night 
and reveal your true character. 

If this approach is the one used we are 
sorry that our ranks have been infiltrated 
by fools. May we purge ourselves of 
them in short order. 

The other option is children fooling 
around while the parents compete. This 
is also possible but not as likely for it has 
never happened in such volume before. 
Occasionally a kid will touch something 
or mess around with the result being a 
foot in the rear or a stern warning. 
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If the events mentioned were done by 
kids it might be best to send them pack- 
ing. We do not need that kind of problem 
child for he may just grow up to be the 
same type of adult problem. 

In either case the disturbances, and 
there were a lot of them involving others 
as well, are not looked upon with favor. 
Many shooters indicated that they will 
deal with those who touch their equip- 
ment first and ask questions later. | know 
| will. 

It is not likely that we will ever find out 
who did the dirty deeds but if you have 
any information relevant to the situation 
| would like to know about it. | will either 
inform the readers, if it is a ‘‘no prob- 
lem’’ accident, or pass the information 
along to those parties who were effected 
by the mischief. They can follow it in any 
way that they choose. 

Many of us hope that-we will see no 
more of this and seek the cooperation of 
all concerned to aid in that goal. Our 
sport has been one free of thievery and 
mischief. May it continue to remain that 
free. 

Have you ever watched a shooter 
dump about 300 primers out of the seg- 
mented trays they are shipped in and 
into a box, jar or cup so that they rest 
against each other? | have. 

So did Scot Heter of CCI. His reaction 
was immediate. Would you PLEASE 
mention in print that this is a serious 
mistake which could result in harm. 

Scot informs us that loose primers are 
capable of igniting themselves if enough 
are rubbed together in a jar or tray. The 
resulting action is a small bomb of the 
most serious nature. Tiny fragments will 
fly in all directions as the entire mess 
takes off. 

Add to this the residue of priming 
compound which collects in that jar over 
the years and any moment can be the 
one that sets it all off. 

Scot gives graphic examples of what 
can happen and they are not pretty. 
None of us want to see that type of acci- 
dent on a rifle range. Think of how the 
anti-gunners would jump on it. 

In talking about this to several people 
some of them indicated that they had 
been doing this for many years with no 
accidents. They are lucky. | only hope 
that they are as lucky for the next few 
years. Please do not put your primers in 
a cup or jar. If federal shipping regula- 
tions call for segmented rows there must 
be a reason.

Presentation of the cover for this 
month finds us in a very pleasant posi- 
tion. Here is one man who has done 
much for the shooting sports over the 
years. He has asked little in return. In 
fact, if he knew that we were going to put 
his picture on this cover he would most 
likely have requested that we not do it 
for he has done nothing special to merit 
it. He is that kind of man. 

With all of his success and good for- 
tune he remains, by choice, out of the 
limelight as much as possible. Content 
to do the best job possible for the 
shooters who buy his product and to at- 
tend as many rifle matches as possible 
he is known and revered by many. 

A look at this man reveals that he is 
content with what he has accomplished. 
Never one to be without an opinion he 
can be found discussing about anything 
with anyone. A friend to those he meets 
can accurately describe Clyde Hart. 

Preparing information on Clyde would 
take more pages than this magazine can 
offer at any one month. Instead we 
chose to highlight the man as aman and 
craftsman. We turned to his longtime 
friend and fellow machinist Carl Lynn for 
some comments. What follows is the 
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view of one man toward another. It is ac- 
curate and reveals much more than facts 
and figures. 

From our point of view we count our- 
selves lucky to have been able to associ- 
ate with the likes of Clyde Hart. We are 
luckier still to be able to associate with 
Clyde. He is aman among men who are 
fast becoming a vanishing breed. In this 
day of mass production and consumer 
rip-offs it is good to be able to turn to 
men like Clyde for quality products. 
Without reservation Clyde is the leader 
of the quality barrel makers. 

We now turn to Mr. Carl Lynn, IBS 
Past President, for some appropriate 
remarks. 

Comments to accompany this months 
cover can neither be brief nor modest to 
portray Clyde R. Hart. Regardless of how 
a poll would be worded, if accurately 
and honestly presented to the shooting 
world, the result would be that he is the 
greatest rifle barrel maker the world has 
ever known. 

But his success story only starts here. 
Clyde Hart has, without justifiable doubt, 
contributed more to the art and sport of 
rifle shooting than any other person liv- 
ing or dead. He is one of the very few 
truly altruistic men in the sport. | have 
observed his many deeds of service, 
many acts of kindness and many words 
of advice offered without expectation of 
fee or reward. 

Nearly ten years ago this writer asked 
himself what secret this great rifle barrel 
maker could possibly possess to make a 
barrel shoot, when properly installed, so 
phenomenally accurate. Having had 25 
years of machine shop experience | 
hoped by seeing his equipment that the 
answer would be obvious. | asked if | 
may visit his shop and was cordially 
welcomed. 

After looking around the shop for a 
relatively short time the ‘‘secret’’ stood 
out like a sore thumb. The ‘‘secret’’ was 
even greater than most would expect. 
Clyde Hart’s ‘‘secret’’ to being the 
world’s greatest barrel maker is that he 
has no secrets. He will answer any ques- 
tion or demonstrate any portion of 
machining technique to anyone with a 
sincere and unselfish desire for 
knowledge. 


But there is one big difference be- 
tween Clyde and either his predecessors 
or competitors. He uses standard 
machine shop practices but performs 
these standard applications of common 
ordinary shop practice better than they 
have ever been done before. Clyde can 
see more with his eye than most men can 
measure with a micrometer and feel 
more with his fingers than most men can 
learn from a .0001 graduation indicator. 

A specific experience will demon- 
strate adequately. While watching Clyde 
ream a rifle barrel he interrupted our 
conversation by saying ‘‘that reamer 
isn’t cutting right’. When asked how he 
knew this he answered ‘Il can feel it’. 
The reamed hole looked good. | looked 
at the reamer under magnification and 
couldn’t see the slightest fault with the 
cutting edge. Clyde ‘‘stoned’’ the 
reamer, reamed another barrel and even 
| could see a significant improvement. It 
is this kind of sixth sense, in addition to 
exacting physical measurements, that 
makes every rifle barrel Clyde Hart pro- 
duces a match winner. It is a matter of 
honor and pride not to finish a barrel that 
he is not sure will possess match win- 
ning capability. Clyde Hart will not rush, 
short cut, compromise quality, accept 
faulty material or produce faulty work. 
He does work long hours. 

If these are guarded secrets of the 
worlds greatest barrel maker then | have 
betrayed a trust, presumed on friend- 
ship, and divulged his secret. 

Clyde Hart’s other qualities are that he 
almost never fails to spot a shyster a mile 
away, detect insincerity over the 
telephone or discover a con artist by 
reading his letter. So if you stop by his 
shop, leave deceit, subterfuge, superior- 
ty and self aggrandizement at home. 

| have personally observed un- 
disputed great men approach and treat 
Clyde Hart as their own superior. Con- 
versly, | have seen Clyde treat men as 
his superior who were obviously 
mediocre local craftsmen. What better 
measure can we use as a mans true 
greatness?

BASIC RELOADING GUIDE 


Last month we covered the minimum 
equipment that is really necessary to 
reload for the benchrest rifle. We'll now 
get the very best performance from our 
rifle with some simple procedures. 

First, it’s possible that your neck siz- 
ing die is giving you more neck sizing 
than you feel is desirable. If that is the 
case, contact the gunsmith who did the 
chambering and ask him to rework the 
die for you. You might bring this up 
when you order your rifle. Usually for a 
small additional charge, he will re-work 
the die when he builds the rifle. 

Select a good match bullet such as 
those made by Remington, Sierra, Hor- 
nady or Nosler. A review of current 
match results published in these pages 
can be used as a guide. Powder selec- 
tion for your caliber and cartridge can be 
made using the same listings. The 
amount of powder used by the com- 
petitiors, however, must include one ad- 
ditional factor. Those listed may be too 
hot for your rifle! Consult your reloading 
manuals and pick a load that is well 
below maximum. High pressure and 
velocity are not necessary in all rifles to 
get best performance. 

For example, if you are working with a 
.222 Remington cartridge and using a 53 
grain bullet and 4198 powder, you may 
see a listing in the results sheet of 20.4 
grains. The chamber size, lot of brass 
and bore diameter are such that the 
competitor finds this is perfectly safe 
without excessive pressure. Perhaps 
you might start with 19.0 grains and 
work upward carefully. 

Make up a dummy round without 
primer or powder. Polish the bullet or 
hold a match under the bullet and 
deposit a thin film of soot on the bullet. 
Carefully chamber the round and then 
remove it. See if there is any evidence 
that the bullet touched the lands. If not 
pull the bullet, reneck the case, and ad- 
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just the seating die so that the over-all 
round is longer. Check again. When the 
first evidence of contact is observed, 
your dummy round is completed. The 
idea is to just barely get an indication 
that the lands are making contact with 
the bullet. Set your seating die with this 
dummy load and set it aside. You can 
use the over-all length of this dummy 
round in the future to check on throat 
wear. Later, you can make up another 
dummy round in the same manner. The 
difference in total length of both rounds 
is the amount of wear. The wear is best 
measured with cases that have been 
fired in the chamber first so that the case 
fits your chamber perfectly. You might 
want to fire the first case before making 
the initial dummy load. 

Set up your powder measure, using 
your powder scale, and reload five or six 
rounds. We are going to shoot three shot 
groups. Five shot groups come later. 
Our objective now is to see if we are at or 
near a load that gives us good groups, 
taking into consideration range condi- 
tions. Three shot groups will give us 
good indicators and we can save some 
money for bullets, powder and primers. 

Now, since the barrel is clean, fire one 
or two sighters, watching conditions 
with as much care as if you were shoot- 
ing a record group. Work at it. If you 
failed to remove all the bore cleaner 
from the chamber, the first shot will go 
high; how high depends on how much 
bore cleaner was left behind in the 
chamber. That’s why you see benchrest 
competitors wipe the chamber out after 
cleaning. 

Now fire a three shot group. If things 
are looking good, try another group or 
two. If not, stop right here. If you are 
satisfied that it’s as good as it’s going to 
get, try some five shot groups. But I’d 
suggest you press on before settling for 
the first few groups. 

Let’s change things and see if we can 
improve our groups. Never change more 


than one thing at a time. If the case 
shows no signs of excessive pressure 
(and it shouldn’t with 19.0 grains of 
4198) you might try raising the powder 
load .3 grain or so. Again, we try several 
three shot groups. Don’t forget to clean 


that barrel well after ten to fifteen 
rounds. 

We continue on this route, increasing 
powder amounts slowly until we get the 
very first indications of pressure. With 
the .222, .222 Mag and similar cases 
most of us look for primers that just start 
to show sights of cratering. Avoid any- 
thing that begins to look like the exam- 
ples of high pressure loads which are 
pictured in reloading manuals. 

With each change in powder record 
what load was used at each group. If you 
keep up with recording group data you'll 
have no trouble selecting the amount of 
powder that performs best. Set the 
powder measure to that amount and 
shoot several five shot groups. Measure 
these groups and average them. You are 
ready to go on to the next step. 

Some rifles and cartridges are very 
fussy about seating depth. Others seem 
to perform perfectly over a rather large 
range of seating depths. Also, as in the 
case of the .222, some cases are known 
to usually perform best at a commonly 
accepted seating depth. The .222 usually 
gives best performance just touching 
the lands, or just short of touching, 
perhaps three to five thousandth’s. 

We're now going to try a different 
seating depth to determine if we can get 
this rifle to perform better with a different 
seating depth. We have our dummy 
cartridge to get back to our first setting if 
we have to. 

When playing with seating depth don’t 
make too large a change. For conven- 
tional loading dies, a half turn inward of 
the seating stem will shorten the loaded 
round about .025” to .030’’. That’s about 
the change we’re looking for. Turn the 
seating stem in about one half turn, max- 
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imum, and then go through the three 
shot group procedure, recording the 
groups with the new data. Again adjust 
the seating stem inward one half turn. 
You are now .050”’ to .060” off the lands. 
At some point, you will probably 
experience a really big difference, for 
better or worse. If you have recorded 
each load and seating depth for each 
group you'll know what amount of 
powder, and what seating depth, gives 
you the best groups. Now start shooting 
five shot groups and see if it all stands 
up. 

One factor should be kept in mind; as 
we start jumping the bullet into the lands 
there is a slight drop in pressure and 
velocity. 

When you have settled on the amount 
of powder and seating depth, you might 
want to try another change, like chang- 
ing primers. This doesn’t have much 
effect with 4198 but some ball powders 
are very fussy about how they are fired 
up. This isn’t a major factor, just some- 
thing to keep in mind. 

If you change powder or bullet after 
you have found a good combination you 
will have to complete the same checks. 
For example: a change in bullet make 
might result in a slightly different ogive 
and some playing around with seating 
depth will be in order. For rapid results, 
change only one thing at a time. A 
change in bullet and powder at the same 
time will make it difficult to determine if 
the change was due to bullet or powder. 

Take all the targets home & look them 
over. Count the number of rounds you 
have fired and record them in a 
notebook. This procedure will allow you 
to maintain a log of the number of 
rounds that have been fired through that 
custom barrel. Over the coming years, 
you will gain insight as to how long a 
custom tube should perform well with 
certain cartridges and which powders 
are hardest on barrels. You are not 
going to learn much in a year or two but, 
if you maintain your notes, in time you 
will understand all the factors that con- 
trol barrel life and rifle performance. 

Next month we are going to look into 
the other tools that are handy and 
helpful.

The Federal Cartridge World Record 
brassard award program has been a 
great success.
